Airplane as Hearse

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 11.—Father Patrick Heslin, kidnap­ 
ped priest of Colma, Cal., has been found, murdered. Six men 
early today dug the crippled body from a rude grave in a tiny 
grove on the cliff near Salada Beach, three miles south of San 
Francisco. Not a man in the party knew Father Heslin in life 
but identity was made certain because the body was shrouded in 
a clerical garb of broadcloth. On the girdle was a medal bearing 
the likeness of Christ on one side and on the other the Blessed 
Virgin Mary. In a little velvet case was found the Sacred Host 
Father Heslin had taken from his home in Colma a week ago last 
Tuesday for use in the last sacrament which he had been called 
to administer by his kidnapper to a "dying friend." 


Papers found on the bod) included a railway rate schedule, 
garage bills, and bills of lading for furniture and similar articles.

HOGS ON CORN 
GIVE 
PROFITABLE 
RETURN 


If Clearfield county farmers want 
to realize a maximum return on a 
part of their corn crop this year, 
they should make 
preparations to 
illow their hogs to harvest sections 
;f the corn field next month, accord­ 
ing to County Agent W. C. Sterrett. 
He recently received some interest- 
ng data on hogging-off corn demon­ 
strations 
conducted 
last 
year in 
arious counties by the Pennsylvania 
State College Agricultural 
Depart­ 
ment. 


"It was shown in this work that 
while corn sold for seventy cents a 
bushel, those farmers who fed their 
hogs in the corn field, 
received a 
pork return of §1.40 for every bushel 
devoured by the animals," says Mr. 
Sterrett. 
"This gain in the figure! 
was reached after the cost of fenc- 
ng, interest on investment, 
labor, 
etc., had been subtracted. There were 
12 
demonstrations 
in which 284 
shoats were used, averaging 
about 
125 pounds at the start. There was 
an average daily gain of a 
pound 
and a half in weight, and each acre 
of corn averaged a return 
of 421 
pounds of pork. 
Proportionate re­ 
turns may be secured by this method 
of feeding this year, depending up­ 
on the market price of pork." 


The County Agent also points out 
that hogs should now be on some 
iind of good pasture, and should 
not go into the corn until it is ripe 
•nough—denied and ready 
to cut. 
Hight shoats per acre is about the 
right number to turn into the corn, 
and they should have from :!0 to 50 
days there before marketing. In ad- 
iition to the corn, the shoats should 
have about a quarter pound of tank- 
tgo a day, and plenty of water. A 
number of Clearfield county farmers 
follow this practice and more this 
ear will see the advantage it gives 
n rapid pork production.

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WILL PAY FARM BOYS TO GO TO COLLEGE 


"Will it pay me to send my boy to college?" is a question 
that many Clearfield County farmers are asking themselves these 
days, and in the same way the boys are probably worrying over 
the problem of "Do I want to go to college, and what course would 
I pursue if I go?" 


"There is only one answer to the father's question, and that 
is certainly in the affirmative," says County Agent W. C. Sterrett 
who considers this an important problem among the many in 
which he is frequently called upon for advice. "The boy who has 
helped on the farm all his life is certainly deserving of a college 
education. The investment, particularly if the boy comes back to 
the farm, will be the best a father can make. The old idea that 
the colleges draw the farm boy to other professions in the cities 
does not apply to the agricultural colleges, for the opportunities 
for the iarm-reared boy are among the most brilliant today. Eighty 
per cent of the graduates of the Penn State agricultural school 
are today following strictly agricultural pursuits." 


Every boy on a farm in Clearfield County who is a high school 
graduate should seriously consider going to college, and give first 
thought to an agricultural course, the County Agent declares. 
Backed by a life-time experience, no agricultural college graduate 
with good standing is forced to look for a good paying job these 
days. There is a constant demand for farm managers, dairymen, 
poultrymen, herdsmen, creamery superintendents, vocational 
teachers, county agents, etc. And of course there is the great 
and only opportunity of coming back home and working the "Old 
Farm" or a neighboring one. Mr. Sterrett announces there is still 
time to enter the Freshman class in agriculture at Penn State, and 
he will gladly discuss the question of "going to college" with any 
father or son desiring additional information.

Congressman Wells Goodykoontz of West Virginia was di­ 
rectly responsible in saving to the Treasury the definite sum of 
$2,500,000, and probably several more millions. A bill was under 
consideration in the House appropriating the former sum as part 
payment of certain claims by radio companies growing out of 
alleged infringements of their patents by the Government during 
the war. It was asserted that the whole claim would run into 
several millions, the total to be later determined by an interdepart­ 
mental radio committee. Mr. Goodykoontz contended that it was 
never the intention to have the special session of Congress give j 
consideration to miscellaneous war claims, and described those j 
covered by the bill as being "thin as air and weak as skimmed 
milk." The Congressman has little patience with those who seek 
to recover money from the Government because of the use of 
patents that helped to win the war. "A gentleman suggested," 
said he, "that if these patent holders had not come forward with 
their inventions and patents the Government could not have op­ 
erated and we would not have won the war. I will say that if they 
had not come forward they ought to have been hanged." After 
the Congressman's impassioned denunciation of the bill and the 
appropriation that it carried, the House adopted without a roll 
call his motion to strike out the enacting caluse. In other words, 
the measure was killed.

"DON'T NEGLECT YOUR WIFE" 
They say it was to be expected that 
Gertrude Atherton, romantic histori­ 
an, would write a photoplay primarily 
about a period and secondarily about 
the people in it. The backgound of 
time and place is the important thing 
in "Don't Neglect Your Wife." 


If one can have any sympathy with 
a man and a woman who, because 
their love for each other seems hope­ 
less of consummation, deliberately "go 
to the dogs," taken Mrs. Atherton's 
first screen play is, in all respects, a 
good one.
